He had 
based his valuation not upon the 
comparsion of values with other land 
adjoining but- rather upon the sup- 
posed value to the railway company 
if they were about to sell it to some 
other railway to be used for similar 
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excessive, Mr. Haslam in reply con- 
tended that the plaintiff lawyer had 
mot shown that the assessment was 
excessive. He had produced no 
evidence that the company valued the 
land in question at a lower amount 
than the assessment called for. He 
had not produced any evidence that 
town property had decreased iu actual 
value since the assessment of 1911. 
Would the railway be willing to sell 
the land in question at the price set 
by the assessment? Would they sell 
to another railway for the price 
mentioned? The Judge seemed to 
think that it was up to the company 
to produce evidence as to the value 
of the land in question, It was the 
duty of the company to clear this 
point in the mind of the judge and 
and not the place of the judge to use 
his personal opinions as to the value. 
No evidence had been placed before 
him as to the assessment being in 
excess of the value. The appeal was 
dismissed, This being the court of 
last resort no further appeal can be 
made so the smile you see on the 
secretary’s face is easily accounted 
for, ;

‘ 3 THE DIRECTORS’ REPORT 

The President then read the annual report of the Directors as follows: 

“I beg to submit the Annual! Report of the Directors and the Profit and Loss and General Stite- 
ment of the Bank covering operations for the past twelve months. 

“On-an average paid-up Capita: of $6,498,382, there has been earned the sum of $1,388,844.62. 
Adding the balance brought forward from last yaar, there is still $1,397,722.80 to be disposed of 

_‘Fhis has been dealt with cs follows:—Dividend of 10 per cent on the paid-up Capital, $649,094; writ- 
ten off Bank Premises, $100,000; contributed to the Officers’ Pension Fund, $50,000, and added to Re 
serve Fund, $450,000, enabling us to carry forward £148,718.27 in the Profit and Loss Account, Your 
Directors consider this a tavourable showing. 

“Our Reserve Fund this year has been further augmented by the premium on new stock (‘s- 
sued at 175) amounting to $560,760, bringing it up to $6,410,760, or a fraction over 95 per cent of the 
paid-up Capital. 

“During the past year we have opened offices at the following points: viz:— 

“In Alberta: Delburne, Alberta Avenue (Ed’nonton), Hanna, Hughenden, Rede iife, and Walsh; 
in Saskatchewan: Battleford; in Ontario: Brantford, Guelph, and Walkerville; in Quebec: Centra 
Street (Montreal) and St. Jovite. 

“We have not closed any agencies, All the offices of the Bank have beea inspected during the year. 

“During the year we ba e lost two of our esteemed Directors, onc by death and one by retire- 
ment,—Mr, Charles M. Hays, whose death we greatly deplored and whose ioss was national, and 
later on in the year, our valued colleague, Mr. Jonathan Hodgson, resigned, cn account of advanced 
age. Mr. Hodgson has served on the Board of this Bank for over thirty-five years, and his advica 
at the Boards councils was very highly esteemed During the last ten years he was our Vice. 
President. We hope Mr. Hodgson, in retirement, may enjoy many years yet of health and happiness 

“These vacancies on the Board have been fillet by the appointment of Messrs, Andrew J, Dawes 
and F, Howard Wilson. 

“Your Directors and the General Manager have had under consideration for some time the advisa- 
bility of asking your permission to change the termination of the financial year from the 30th Novem- 
ter to the 80th April, as the genera! conditions in this country, in the Spring, ave not so congested as 
in the Autumn, when the pressure on the resources of Canadian Banks is at its height. With this end 
in view, an amendment to the By-Law will be suomitted for your consideration, changing the end of 
the financial year to the 30th April, and changing the date of the Annual Meeting from the third 
Wednesday in the month of December to the third Wednesday in the month of May. 

“he Board of Directors of the Bank has hithcrto consisted of nine members, and we have de- 
cided to ask you to increase the number to twelve, The necessary change in the By-Law will be sub- 
mitted to you for your assent. 

“Another By-Law increasing the amount of the Directors’ remuneration to $25,000 per annum, wil 
also be submitted to you. i 

“Supplementing this report, I would like to say I visited most of the Western Branches during the 
Tast summer, accompanied ‘iy the Vice-President aud Mr. Long, where we acquired a great deal of 
additional information bearing upon our business and met a great many of the customers of tle 
Bank and the staff. I may say that the trip was full of instruction and we returned with a very 
much better knowledge of and acquaintance with your extensive interests in the West than we havs 
had heretofore. We think we are safe in saying that the business of the Bank is on a sound basis 
throughout the country. We were impressed with tke fact that the Bank is well represented at al! 
points, and the business is being capably handle1. 

“We have much p easure in testifying to the continued excellent work of the staff in recognition 
of which, and in view of the satisfactory results of the business for the past year and the strong re- 
sresentations of the General Manager, the Board have decided to depart from the policy hitherto fol- 
lowed and have granted a bonus to the staff.

remain. Never without the use of 
furce could the U’ster people be 
forced to submit to the degradation 
of a Parliament in Dublin which wa3 
abhorrent and loathsome to them, 

Premier Asquith followed Sir EHi- 
ward Carson and immediately made it 
quite clear that the Government 
would not accept the amendment to 
the Home Rule bill. 

It would wreck the bill, he declare ', 
as the effect of the amendment wouid 
be to exc’'ude several Nationalist 
counties from the operations of the 
Act. Ireland, he continued, must 
be treated as a whole on the princi- 
ple that what is beneficial for the 
country as a whole could not in the 
jong run be injurious to any part 

thereof. 

The Premier asked the Unionists to 
declare clearly what their attitude 
would be if the Home Rule bill in {ts 
present form was submitted to the 
electorate and approved.

First Meeting of Council 
of Argyle Rural’ Municipality 


Herp Law Passep First Reapina 


The first meeting of the council 
of the newly formed rural munici- 
pality of Argyle was held at Wood- 
house on Monday, Dec. 30th, 1912. 
The council is composed of the fol- 
lowing gentlemen: F. Garrow, J. 
Stevenson, Geo. W. Miller, M. F, 
Matheson, and W. J. Holding. The 
municipality consists of townships 
10, 11, and 12 in 27; 10, 11 and 12 in 
26; and that part of 10 north of the 
Old Man River, 11 and 12 in 25, Mr. 
Matheson is in charge of tps. 10 and 
11 in 26; Mr. Garrow, 10 and 11 in 
26; Mr. Holding, 9 and 10 in 27; Mr. 
Stevenson, 1! and 12 in 27; and Mr. 
Miller, 12 in 25 and 12 in 26. 

Fred Garrow was appointed reeve 
and M. F. Matheson,’ deputy-reeve. 
The Council appointed A. H. Tovell 
secretary-treasurer and J, Allison, of 
Granum, assessor. 

After considerable discussion they 
decided to assess Jand three miles 
from the right-of-way of a railroad at 
a maximum rate of $21 per acre, land 
three to six miles, at $20 per acre and 
the balance of the municipality at
